OiB«lBnati,0, Ha} 21,— Tha maoh 
talked of and liberally advai^iaod 
convention of tho various orjsniii- 
tions has met, done its work ahd ad- 
journed. About l:VJO delegites were 
in attendance from a number of 
Stater, Kansas having the largest 
delegation and Ohio next* There 
was so;ne oppontion to laancbing a 
' third partj" at thij tim?. Presi- 
dent Polk wrote a let'er advising 
peotpoaamaBt, aad'll»<4MMfiions 
were dirregtrded, the city organisa 
tions opposing Polk's news.- 

U. 8. Soaater PfiiSer, gf Kansas, 
W|9MmU Itarmanaat ehairnifcn ot 
the coavantion, and tho vaiious 
committees were app>inted. A plat 
form waa adopted and it demands 
tbi Bahlrtaaary aoheme, free silver 
coinage, equal taxation, revenuoj 
limited to <iovernmentrr«|oiremcut.<> 
an income tax, electioB of the Pres- 
ident by a popular vote, prohibition 
of alien ownership of land, tavora- 
ble consideration of universal |sufr 
rage, hsrd iLOney pension payment 
and eight homa far a day'a work. 

The p'atform was a com|Toraifc 
rhere were three Presiaentid can- 
didates in the convention and all the 
questions or general tasaa revolved 
around them. The three big guns 
wora Ignatius Donelly, of Mipoeso-

ley and Weaver were both on the 
pUtform committer, and Strceter 
had two or three ol- hit aammitt— 
on it. Donnelly was supposed to 
represent the Parmerf|Allianee pro< 
per Weaver was a special advocate 
of the old tiraanbaek universal kik- 
ar alonaat, whila Stroatar wiaaup 
po-^ad to ba tha pooaliar representa- 
tive of tho Kaighta of Labor and 
the wa'kiag daleg^f^prowd— that is 
to aay, iba ^ aaa ag4iBat the 
country man. 

Each ot these three big guns csme 
here with a platform oockcd and pri 
roed. Donnelly and Weaver are 
both intellectual men, while i?treeter 
is not. Oounelly and Weaver wnt 
on tho oommittaa with tha evident 
intention of fighting it out, but Mr 
Htreeter, being a schemer rather 
than an iBtelieetnalite. kept awa; 
from tho ' oommittM pe^ffnlbHy bat 
patltts BMA . oa there to carry out 
farie ideas. 

Tho faot that tha Uriff was not 
mentioned in the plaltorm shows that 
Strcfctcr git in liis work. Weaver 
and Donnelly are bo:h tariff rcl'orm 
e-s, if not absolute^/ree traders, and 
if they had had their way without 
questit n, tho chances are that there 
would be a rir ging denunciation of 
the tariff from the platiorm.
